House Judiciary Committee Decides to 
Report Measures in Such Form 


That Each W ill Stand on 


Its Own Merits. 


Washington, June 27.— The wartime 
dry act will go into effect Monday at 
midnight 
without 
enactment 
mean* 
while by congress of any additional 
legislation for its enforcement. 
Out of a inaxe of confusing develop­ 
ments, this fact stood out with the 
decision of the house Judiciary com­ 
mittee, charged with the duty of pre­ 
paring and 
submitting 
enforcement 
machinery, to report three bills in 
one, each standing on its own legs, 
and cupabie of holding its own in the 
event the others were made iu\alid by 
congress or the courts. 
Chairman Volstead of the commit­ 
tee declared there was no possibility 
of the passage of the joint measure 
before July I, but that there existed 
ample means of enforcement and am­ 
ple penalties for violation of the war­ 
time act. 
The full and explicit defi­ 
nition 
of 
intoxicating 
liquors 
any 
beverage or product containing more 
than one-half of one per cent alcohol 
— set by tile bureau of internal rev­ 
enue left no doubt, lie said. as to how 
the courts would construe the law or 
deal with offenders. 


Prevents More Than One Fight. 


Prohibition members of the commit­ 
tee reveal their satisfaction in having 
ordered the three bills sent to the 
house in one so as to prevent more 
than one fight. 
Some members inti­ 
mated that Title one. the wartime en­ 
forcement measure, would still be un­ 
passed when actual wartime prohibi­ 
tion was declared end* d. It was point­ 
ed out by others that the law made it 
mandatory on tho (‘resident to sav 
when demobilization was completed, 
which automatically would permit sa­ 
loons to resume operation until Janu­ 
ary t6, when constitutional prohibi­ 
tion will become effective. 
.Members of the Judiciary committee 
raid it was inconceivable that demo­ 
bilization would be delayed beyond the 
middle of January. 
W hile they did 
hot look for action by the President 
this week or next, the general view 
was that with the signing of the treaty 
and the government assurance of the 
speedy demobilization, issuance of the 
President's proclamation might not be 
held up longer than I«abor day at tile 
latest. 
Indeed, It appeared to be the 
opinion among many members of the 
house that saloons in cities where the 
sale of liquor now is permitted will be 
serving drinks much sooner than the 
house imagines.
